the principles involved in the campaign 
and resort to personal attacks on Gov- 
ernor Campbell. Under cover of a ficti-

This was telegraphed to the Cincinnati 
Commercial Gazette, the leading McKin 
ley newspaper of Ohio.

broadest and clearest possible language 
Ihc monstrous lie, he would, forthwith 
bring suit for libel. 


It is a matter for regret that the issues 


involved in the Ohio campaign cannot bo 
determined on thuir merits. They an 
of National importance.

termiuo whether London brokers anc 
their agents in tho United States shall be 
permitted to fix the price of silver, a 
product that is almost exclusively Amer 
ican, or whether the mints shall b< 
opened, as they had been from the foun 
dation of tho Government to 1873, for the 
coinage of silver as well as gold.

Governor I'ampbell and M»Jor McKinley 


Meet In Joint Bebalr.

O., OotobarS.—For weeks the joint 


debate between Governor Campbell and 
Major McKinley, has been referred to at 
the impending battle of the giants, and the 
disouieion to-day fully denioDBlratea that 
tbey are indeed peerless as exponents of 
high and low tariff respectively. The little 
town was smothered in bunting aud decora 
tlons. People nnd marching clubs oame 
from nil over the State and while innch in 
thoiiasm was displayed it was in fiiendly 
rivalry. McKinley's American tin badges 
were offset by Campbell quoting: "Amtr 
loan wool, 34 cents, on account of the Mc- 
Kinley bill." 


About thirty thousand people are in at- 


tendance. 
The two candidates arrived at 


noon and were driven to the residence ol 
Professor Lehr. J. M. Van Fleet, Chairman 
of the Harding County Democratic Com- 
mittee, who introduced Governor Camp- 
bell, who began the debate. 


The meeting waa held in an amphithea- 


tre in the fair grounds, When the meet- 
ing was called to order fully 7,000 people 
were on the grounds. Van Fleet, one o 
the Democratic presiding 
officers, an 


nonnoed that Governor Campbell 
had 


gained the privilege o( opening and closing 
by casting lota. 


Governor Campbell's 
opening speech 


was listened to with great interest by both 
pirties. He regretted, he said, that be tac 
not time to properly present the indict 
rnent oi that overgrown monster which i 
masquerading in the garb of protection am 
subsists on (he wage-worker and agrioul 
tnriat. 
[Applause]. 
Under protection 


the splendid palaces of protected mannfac 
torersare crowning the hills, while importec 
Hun's., Italians, and Bohemians, are dis 
placing American citizens. He quoted Ihi 
increase of 17 per cent, in mercantile fail- 
ure! in the United States for nine months 
of this year compared with the same perioc 
last year. 
This is under the McKinley 


bill. "Where is that boom MoKinley pre 
dieted if bis bill passed? 
Were it no 


for abundant crops these failures would be 
a great deal worse than they are. 


"I want Major McKinley, when he re- 


plies, to tell the audience vhere the men 
are who have got better wages under his 
tariff. 
There have been more than 300 


great manufacturing establishments which 
have reduced wages since the passage o 
the McKinley bill and I do not know one 
which has increased them." [Democratic 
cheers.] 


Colonel Howe, the Republican Chair- 


man, then introduced Major McKinley, 
amid great cheering. The Major said tha 
he proposed to speak on the question ol 
silver and taxation. 
"A Farmer-Demo 


cratio platform baa declared for free and 
unlimited coinage of silver. The Repub-
